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1* In June 195&C ^who had returned from Soviet PC5W in teSB* 

ment in February 1956»^oeiv0d from the (J* S» Air Force a rcnitine invita- 
tion to come to the 7056 Air Intelligence Service Squadron In Frankfurt and 
be debriefed on hla experienoes and observations while in the Soviet Union* 
Although ho was scheduled to appear on 26 June, h® arrived on the 20thf and 
at the outset of his interview volunteered the Information that he had been 
oaptured by the Russians while serving with the Lithuanian partlaane in 
1947» was doubled against the partisans by the MOB, remained in an MG3-oon- 
trollod "trusty" status vuitll the beginning of 1955» and was than prepared, 
over a year’s time, for an apparently long-range espionage mission in the 
West* He stated that since returning to bis parents* home In the Saarland 
he had been unemployed, living from veteran rehabilitation subsidies, and 
that he had taken no steps vrhatever in the direction of car3pylng out his 
EI3 mission* He f^urther stated that he had never before dl'soussed any aspect 
of the matter with any person, privately or officially* The Air Force deter- 
mined ’that KlfBAEK had a primary interest in the matter, and turned over 
^ 3to FOB/CAHT on 21 June* 

was bom in Saarlouls (Saarle-utern) on 1 June 1923, the 
son of Mathias ----- and Anna nee Adams* He attended Volkssohule and 
one year of business school in Saarlouis, held a small commercial position 
there as well as being engaged in several i>arental business ventures* In 
1941 he v^as called into the German Labor Service, and after three months 
transferred directly to the Army, where he was trained as a Signal Corps 
telephonist and ohauffetir* In the Pall of 1941 he was assigned to the 
signal battalion of the 56th Corps, and in 1942 was transferred to the 
161st Infantry Division, where he remained until the end of the war* The 
l6lst was attached to the Mittelabeohnitt on the Russian front. He was 
taken prisoner in the rank of Obergopeiter, In April 1945, when the entire 
unit capitulated to the Red Army at Hoiligen Cell in East irussla* Actually, 
Qwas not picked up until a day or so after the surrender of his 
unit* He had attempted, with ofc^isrs, to moke off by sea from the coast, but 
was picked up by a small Russian unit, put to work for several days, and then 
turned over to an M B detachment in Taplau, East rrusaia. He was held by the 
MOB unit for three weeks, during which time he was interrogated as to the 
reason why ho had not surrendered with the rest of his division. Then he 
was moved to a prison in Allonstoin, Eaat Pruosia* This' jail was ocoupied 
■primeirll,y by Gorman clvillana who were svu'speoted by 'the Russians of having 
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comsnittecl acts of sabotage against the lied Aray. In the Fall of I945 he 
waa sent, '^th the other PO'/'s, to the POW camp nt lasterburg, which ie 
approximately 30 miles from the Lithuanian border* In the Spring of 1946, 
when the prisoners were to be shipped to the Soviet Union, he escaped with 
a comp aoquaintanee named <imold Schnsider, arid fled to Lithoxania* Schneider, 
ho has since heard, was later killed while fighting with the Lithuanian 
partisans #, 

3.C 3 S’® ports that at the time of hla escape from POl confine* 

ment ho dldn*t know that a partisan organisation existed in Lithuania* Bo 
managed to keep alive for approximately four months through th© aid given by 
farmers, idio helped him because they had been sympathetic to the (Jarman cause* 
He stayed for about fourteen days at a fajna in the Harianpel area, during 
the i^^ummer of 1946, and was there introduced to a member of the partisan 
foroes, and thereupon joined them* fhe partisan forces were comprised 
almost entirely of Lithuanian nationals, but there were also some foinaer 
(Jerman Wehrmacht members fighting with them* She Germans took port in the 
fighting aotivlties of the groups, but did not participate in the planning 
sessions that prideded those actions, since they apparently did not enjoy 
tho full eonfidenoo of the partisans* After some weeks with his partisan 
group, '}was swom-ln in the presence of th® Lithuanian flag, given 

the cover name '^ter" and a weapon, and assigned to fighting duties* 
Activities of the partisans included raids on Russian transportation and 
money shipments, distribution of the patriotic newspaper ”Xaurus," and 
assassinations of persons who collaborated with the Russians* 

4* One day in April 1947 » 3 did a bit of oelebrating with 

a partisan friend known to him only as ^dosef.” They tarried through the 
night at the home of two girls, and were then afraid to attempt to got back 
to the woods in th® daylight* They sought refuge at the home of friends in 
the neighborhood, but the commotion resulting from their efforts to gain entry 
to the house attracted th© attention of the nearby Ruaaiana, and they were 
oaptured* Their intended rescuers were also taken into custody* 

5* Ho was first confined in the jail in Kariaapol for about four weeks* 
Here he was interrogated at length by the MGB, and admittedly did a good bit 
of talking in order to save hio own skin. No harsh treatment was given, pro* 
8\«Bably boeauao it wasn't neooaaary* He was then transferred to Jail 0. in 
Vllnvua. There, formal arrest papers and other documents were prepared^ and 
L SJ wo3?d of hia sentence, which moat eertainly would be 25 

years in a prison camp, or death. After about three months* confinement 
in Jail :!'l, three men came to hie ooll* Two of thorn were civilians, the 
other wore the unifoiia of an M«B major, (fhe major will heraufter he referred 
to as "S”*) The men %?ei'e friendly and full of understanding for his position, 
stating that they appreciated that he was not fighting with the partisans as a 
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aett@r of ohoioe, but simply because they had offered hla a haven after 
he escaped from POW oonfineaent. He ?ms invited to assist the MfiB in 
its efforts to wipe out the partisans, tuid aocsiited. He did not find the 
decision a difficult one to roaoh, vfith Liberia tho alternative* It was 
desired of him that he accompany two other men, eilao doubled r;art.isxana, 
in delivering s letter to a specified partisan group, at its place of 
hiding, creating: the impreasiou that the letter was coming from another 
active partisan unit* ^ protested that he would oertaialy be 

shot on sight in any svtompt to approach an unknown partisan stronghold but 
was aesuredl that the other men would be accepted by th© partisans, and 
that there was no danger* He then accepted, believing that the expedition 
might offer an opportunity for escape* About a week after agreeing to 
participate in this mission, he was taken from Jail #1, and placed in a 
single room in the cellar of the MOB Headquarters located in the Stalinallee 
(then th© Gedemino St*) near Lenin Square in ?llnyus. The food was good* 
and the general treatment was that accorded a •’trusty" rather than a prisoner* 
On the day set for the mission he was brought together with the other two. 
men, who, like himself, had been garbed in partisan-type clothing, mid given 
a weapon* They were taken by several soldiers and driven in an automobile to 
a point in the country, where the three got out and proceeded to a point In 
the woods here contact was made with a partisan membor* This pex’son was 
simply handed a letter and the three departed* O Jlassumes that th© 

letter contained instructions to the partisan group to proceed to a set 
rendesvous with another imit, where they would bo ambused by the MGB* He 
did not make any attempt to escape, since he gained the impression that the 
other two were loyal to the Russians, and would shoot him if he made a false 
move* Upon his return to Vilnyus he was eomplimantod by the Russians on 
bis good performance and told that after $. few minor details bad been 
settled he would be peiroitted to return to Germany* In th© meantime he 
would continue to occupy the cellar room. Actually it wraa another eight 
and one-half years before he saw hie home again. 

6* At the end of the summer of 1947 he wao tsJean to an MGB safehouso, 
a villa situated in the Pavilnis suburb of Vilnyus* Tho place was surrounded 
hy a high fence and there wae always a guard at the entrance* It was iwder- 
stood that this 'was not to be a permanent change of residence, but rather a 
temporary opportunity to relax and hfivo a change of scenery before being 
sent out on & special assignment* The other residents of the villa were 
former partisans and Lithuanian auxiliary police, 'fhe atmosphere wets 
pleasant, and the men oonversed freoly amonij thorasolvea, but shop talk w&e 
completely ezoluded* From the villa d ^vas di3p«atched with a group 

to take part in a deception exercise of a type Trfiioh, with certain variations, 
was to b© repeated frequently in th© years that followed* In this inatanoe 
th© purpose was to stage, with MGB personnel disguised as partisans, am 
arabuah on overt HOB guards who were escorting a prisoner from one point to 
another* As wsll aa C, 3 tuidorstood the tactic, the purpose was to 
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oonriiice the captive that he Had really been liberated from hie guards hy 
the partisans y and thus extract voluntarily from him & oonfeseion of his 
true status and positiony vhloh the MSB has been unable to gain throve 
normal interrogation methods* fo support the rusoy the M6B had oonstruoted 
a oonvlncingy partisan-type hideout in the woods y and to this place the 
'’liberated" eaptive was taken following the ambush* Here he was ready to 
talk freely ahout matters that he ho4 been ooneealing during his interroga- 
tions« and only^ after he had finished his sons did he realise that his 
«titAleiiee was BusslaR-oontrolled* ^ D servloes wore useful In idiat 

by opoaklng a few words of dorman during tho preooodlags ho addod orodlblllty 
to ti^o partis^m aas^uomde* Wo have not yot %ueotlonod C detail 

on i^at form his other missions of this general eategory assumed rrat it is 
tiodorstood that the yturpose in all oases was some form of dooeptioa« provo* 
oatlon* or ambush* 

7* Aooording to(] interrogatiou testimony* nothing of note 

ooottvrod in his own life or in Els H9B status imtil tho euanor of 1992* Ho 
oontinuod to reside most of the time In the osllar room* At that time he

of lueoaing hiiBBelf , and then rep^t to hdBnoi>?IB in the MB building for 
inatxuotioa* DtlBRO^Ih shared Room #21 on the third floor (B*3*) with a 
first lieutonaat*
